Bat the larger value of our 
mineral oil exports has been of no value

The refining or 
manufacturing of 42,000,000 gallons 
less oil for export has deprived labor of 
work. 
The increase in value merely 
represents an increase in the profits of 
the oil combine, which advanced the

I>r. I'arkhnrMt on tin* Grent Value of Phys­ 
ical Development. 


In his article on “ The Best Thing In 
the W orld,” Rev. Charles 
11. 
Park- 
hurst, I). I)., in The Ladies’ Home Jo u r­ 
nal, discusses with forceful emphasis 
physical development, and lends point 
to his argument by scintillating epi­ 
grams, some of which are here given:
